The 
regiment is now commanded by Col. 8. D. Sturgis, 7th 
Cavalry, and is divided into two battalions, one com- 
manded by Lieut.-Col. Elmer Otis, 7th Cavalry; Com- 
panice—H, Capt. Benteen; M, Capt. French; <, Capt.

Tur Mexicans ON THE Rio GranpE.—The N. Y. 
World says: 1f there were the least disposition in this 
country to deal with Mexico in a spirit of aggression 
and to seek excuses for waging against’her a war of 
conquest and annexation, the news which now reaches 
us that the truops of President Diaz have pushed their 
quarrel with the adherents of President Lerdo across 
tne Rio Grande would aftord a most timely opportunity 
for developing that disposition. Nothing could con- 
trast more unfavorably, both in spirit and in form, 
with the orders recently given by our own Govern- 
ment to General Ord, than this brazen contempt of 
international law. ‘The orders given to General Ord 
are much less emphatic than those which were issued 
to General Gaines in 1836 by President Van Buren 
during the contest between Texas and Mexico, and the 
news which reaches us seems to show that they might 
with advantage be made more stringent and so ex- 
tended as to cover the new perils to peace and order 
resulting from the political situation in Mexico; When 
President Van Buren despatched General Gaines to 
the banks of the Sabine River in 1836, he authorized 
him in case of necessity to advance into the 
territory as far as Nacogdoches, and when the Mexican 
Government protested against the instructions given to 
General Gaines, Mr. Forsyth plainly intimated that 
the United Staves had the right to repel disturbers of 
the public peace on their own territory, and to put an 
end to such misconduct by following up its authors, in 
case of necessity, to the very heart of the Mexican 
Republic. As a matter of fact this necessity did arise, 
and General Gaines not only entered the territory of 
Mexico but occupied Nacogdoches. The M 
Government protested, but no war came ¢f the trans- 
action.

The authorities have 
apologized for imprisoning Mr. Sutter, our consul, 
and have fired a salute to his flag.” 

THE Tennessee was at Yokohama May 22. The 
Alert left, May 12, to search for the shipwrecked 
persons recently referred to. The Kearsarge remains 
at Nagasaki and expects to visit Kagasima. The 
Ashuelot had returned to Hong Kong from Haimau 
and Pakhoi, with the U. 8. Consul at Canton. The 
Monocacy was under orders to Cheefoo and Tientsin, 
and the Palos at Shanghai. 


A SPECIAL despatch to the New York Times says : 
“ Advices from the South point to the revival of the 
Navy-yard at Pensacola as one of the demands South- 
ern Representatives will make of the next Congress. 
Sonator Jones, now at his home in Florida, is pro- 
viding himself with detailed information in regard 
to the advantages of the harbor at all seasons of the 
year, which will be used as a basis for asking appro- 
priations for work and for the preservation of the 
old yard.” 

Tue Norfolk Virginian says: The work of patch- 
ing the copper on the keel of the Yantic has been 
completed and the ship is now ready to come out of 
the dry dock at any time. The repairs on her bottom 
engaged three men half a day. It also reports that 
the negro, Edward Tannell, who it reported as en- 
listed in the marine corps of this station, has been 
rejected and has left the Navy-yard. The pressure 
among the blue jackets was too great for him and he 
quietly departed. 

Tue Navy Department has received information 
to the effect that the Swataru was at Aspinwall on 
the 30th of May. She had been to San Andres 
Island, United States of Colombia, to inquire into the 
case of 8. 8. Goodsell, a citizen of the United States, 
who had been arrested and imprisoned on suspicion 
cf having poisoned his housekeeper, who died sud- 
denly in October last. Commander A. P. Cook, of 
the Swatara, succeeded in having bim released from 
imprisonment until the matter could be fairly 
investigated. 

Ir has been before announced that Rear Admiral 
Reynolds had sent. the Alert to search for shipwrecked 
parties—sixteen men and one woman who were said 
to be on some Island near Dampier Straits. It is now 
learned trom California that the schooner Urania 
sailed from Kodiak, Alaska Territory, Dec. 29, 
1875, for San Francisco, and has not since been 
heard of. She had on board Mr. Sheeran, U. 8, 
Collector; Cap. Lee and wife, and others—making 
ip all sixteen men and one woman. There is a 
probability that the shipwrecked parties are the 
same who were on the Urania, and, if alive, that they 
may yet be saved by the prompt action of Rear 
Admiral Reynolds. 

Tue Vallejo Chronicle says “ the Jamestown Train- 
ing-ship Committee of the Board of Supervisors held 
a secret meeting Tuesday to investigate charges of 
insubordination preferred against the first lieutenant. 
The committee were in session sev ral hours, and it 
is announced that leave of absence lias been granted 
to the lieutenant, and that he will make application 
to the Navy Department to be detached trom the 
ship. It seems that both officers had their families 
on board the ship, and recently Commander Glass 
for some reason ordered Lieutenant Houston to send 
his family on shore. Lt. Houston denied the right 
of the commander to assume such authority.” 


Tue flagship 7renton arrived at Smyrna May 16, 
and was still there on the 24th. The Marion was 
also in the harbor. The Alliance arrived at Bairut 
May 14. She expected to*visit the ports to the 
northward on the coast, returning about May 22. 
The Aliiance had visited Alexandria and Haifa, 
where everything was quiet. Rear-Admiral Worden 
on May 17, accompanied by his staff, and Consul 
Smithers, made a call on Sabri Pasha, Governor- 
General of Smyrna, who returned the visit the next 
day.

THE Vallejo Chronicle gives the particulars of a 
fatal affray on board the receiving-ship Independence, 
on Saturday, June 9. Patrick Henry and William 
J. Walker, two of the seamen, were “skylarking” on 
the spar deck of the ship, when the latter by accident 
tramped on the foot of a seaman named Charles Ran- 
dall. The latter cried out, ‘‘ You hurt me.” Walker 
pushed Randall, who thereupon approached him 
with clenched fist, and Walker struck him, knocking 
him down so heavily thet his head recoiled from the 
deck when it struck. Walker says he did not strike 
to hurt,.out only to keep him off. The injured man 
remained unconscious until 4 or 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon, when he died. Walker was imprisoned, 
but subsequently released, the verdict of the coron- 
er’s jury exculpating “ said Walker from any criminal 
intent or criminal carelessness in the matter,” the 
deceased having some disease of the brain which 
superinduced death. 

WE copied last week a report published in the 
daily papers, concerning a violation of the quarantine 
laws of Virginia by the commanding officer of the 
"Hesez, The following is a correct statement of the 
facts of the case: Commander Schley in steaming up 
the river toward Norfolk, observed a quarantine flag 
flying on the Lambeth Point light house, and not 
wishing to violate any law or regulations, stopped 
and made signals to indicate that he desired in- 
spection. Remaining for an hour and a half off the 
station, and perceiving that no move was made to 
board either the Hssex or Lehigh, Commander Schley 
steamed on slowly to the yard, supposing that the 
civil authorities were not disposed to board national 
vessels. Immediately after the Hssex arrived at the 
Navy-yard, Commander Schley sent his medical 
officer to the health officer to exhibit the clean bill 
of health from Port Royal, and to inform him that 
steam was up on the Hssez, and that she would re- 
turn to quarantine if necessary. The Secretary of 
the Board of Health informed the medical officer 
that it was all right and that the Hssex might stay 
where she was. The next Commander Schley heard 
of the matter was in being arrested and held in 
bonds of $1,000 to answer at the Criminal Court for 
his action. The laws of Virginia are not furnished 
to commanding officers ; there was not a cent of pub- 
lic money on board with which to pay a pilot, from 
whom information in regard to local laws is usually 
obtained, and Commander Schley’s offence seems, 
therefore, to be in not taking a pilot. The health 
officer lives five miles from the quarantine s:ation.

BOAT RACE AT YOKAHAMA. 


A CORRESPONDENT favors us with a copy of the 
Japan Gazetie, Yokahama, of May 14, 1877, giving a 
full account of the race between the Admiral’s barges 
of the British and American flagships Audacious and 
Tennessee. The Gazette says: 

The race between the barges Magic (14 oars) of the 
U. 8. flagship Tennessee, and Albert (16 oars) of H. M. 
8. Audacious, for the championship of the Asiatic 
Station, came off on Saturday afternoon, May 12, and 
resulted in a remarkable victory for the American 
crew. Since our first announcement of the match, 
lively interest has been manifest both ashore and amon 
the shipping, the Audacious being the favorite until 
Saturday morning, when the prospect of a calm day 
and smooth water encouraged the backers of the Amer- 
ican boat to offer slight odds. Towards noon, how- 
ever, a breeze sprung up, and as the wind rose Zen- 
nessee stock fell. At 40’clock a strong wind, varied 
by severe puffs, was blowing directly across the course 
(about 4 miles in length), and, as 2 disagreeable swell 
was running, the Americans expressed a willingness 
to delay the race until 5:30, which was met by objec- 
tions from the Audacious crew, who believing their 
chances more favorable in rough water were anxious 
to hurry the event on, and finally presented the ulti- 
matum ‘4:30 or no race.” 

Although this was half an hour earlier than the time 
announced in the Gazette of Friday and would have 
deprived many visitors invited by the officers of the 
Zennessee and Alert of the pleasure of witnessing the 
race, the Zennessee’s crew reluctantly assented rather 
than have the match declared off. Shortly after 4 
o’clock the Magic was lowered from the Zennessee’s 
quarter, and at 4:35 both coxswains reported alongside 
of the Starter’s boat to toss for choice of position. 
Arrangements had been made to start the contestants 
by the stern from a rope stretched between two cutters 
anchored near the flagehips; but, owing to the rough- 
ness of the water, this was found impracticable, and 
after much fruitless effort the plan was abandoned, and 
the boats were brought abreast in the trough of the sea 
On an imaginary line at right angles with the course. 
At 4:58 the Starter’s flag fell, and considering the state 
of the water both crews got to work in fair shape, bu 
from the first a vast difference was observed in the 
style of rowing displayed by the contestants. Notwith- 
standing the desire repeatedly expressed on the part 
of the Audacious for a heavy weather race their crew 
seemed totally unprepared for such an emergency; 
starting their boat in the trough of the sea on a quick 
jerky stroke numbering 42 to the minute, while their 
opponents gathered headway on the remarkably low 
stroke of 28, which, taking advantage of a temporary 
lull, they suddenly increased to 39 and made a rush 
for the lead which they eusily gained, and immedi- 
ately settled down to a long swinging gait of 36 which 
they maintained to the finish. 

In less than five minutes the race was virtually de- 
cided. The coxswain of the Magic who had won the 
toss for choice of position and taking the ‘‘ weather 
guage” in starting, deliberately threw away this great 
advantage, after gaining a lead, by crossing the course 
ahead of the English boat, and taking a position on her 
lee bow. The sailors on board the Tennessee were 
much puzzled by this strange manceuvre, and from her 
spars and rigging came loud shouts of ‘‘ Keep to wind- 
ward, Willis!” ‘‘ Are you crazy?” etc., etc., but the 
tall Yankee who handled the Magic’s tiller proved a 
very methodical lunatic. 

The sudden disappearance of their opponents from 
the weather bow had a marked effect on the Auda- 
cious’ crew, Their stroke became irregular, and some 





of them so far forgot themselves as to look round, 
Their coxswain also seemed a trifle bewildered, and, 
instead of holding his boat to windward, steered di- 
rectly after the Magic. A change of tactics was now 
observed ia the latter boat: she was thrown out of the 
trough of the sea and headed directly for Treaty Point, 
the crew rowing hard between seas, and easing when- 
ever their boat was about to plunge. In seventeen 
minutes aud forty-five seconds from the start the Magic 
reached the lighiship, around which the turn was to 
be made, the Alert being at this time three minutes be- 
hind, and fully 500 yards to leeward, the British crew 
pulling gamely what they must have already realized 
was a hopeless race. The Magic made a splendid show 
at the lightship, completing the turn in 17 seconds, 
though their boat had 13 inches of water on board, 
which was increased to 15 inches by the cap of a sea 
which boarded them just after turning. Coming home 
with the wind slightly abaft the beam both boats be- 
haved better, the Zennessee’s men increasing their lead, 
and finally tossell o:rs at the finish 6 minutes 48 seconds 
ahead. After cheering their opponents, who, what- 
ever mistakes they may have made in training, dis- 
played pluck and endurance throughout, the Magic's 
crew rowed 200 yards head to windward at a higher rate 
of speed than either boat had shown during the race. 
The men of the Zennessee and Alert were wild with joy, 
and the winning crew on boarding their ship were 
seized and carried round the decks on the shoulders of 
their excited comrade3. Midshipman C. M. Winslow, 
. 8. N., was umpire for the Magic.

The Magic is a service cutter-barge built by Hepen- 
stall at the Brooklyn Navy-yard, New York, and is the 
barge of Rear-Admiral Wm. Reynolds, commanding 
the American fleet on this station. She is a sister boat 
to the celebrated barge Daring, — the two, is con- 
sidered the better. She is built @ oak and cypress, 
and was constructed by the maker of the Daring. Her 
length is 31 feet 4 in. and breadth not quite 8 feet: she 
carries a crew of 14 men; and while as buoyant on the 
water as a duck she is easily manageable. The barge 
of the Audacious is a much heavier boat. She was 
built on purpose for the Prince of Wales when he 
visited Canada. Admiral Ryder was then Captain of 
the Hero, the vessel which conveyed the Prince; and 
on returning to England H. R. H. presented him with 
the boat. She is built in three water-tight compart- 
ments, and is therefore a lifeboat. Her dimensions 
are, length 36 fet 1 inch, breadth 8 feet 1 inch, depth 
2 feet 5 in., weight two tong. 








INSPECTING NAVY-YARDS. 


Tuk Philadelphia Zelegraph gives an account of the 
visit of Secretary Thompson to League Island last 
week. The party consisted of Commodore R. W. 
Shufeldt, Chief of the Bureau of Equipment; Com- 
modore Daniel Ammen, Chief of the Bureau of Navi- 
gation; Engineer-in-Chief Wm. H. Shock, Chief of 
the Bureau of Steam Engineering; Chief Constructor 
John W. Easby, Chief of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repairs; Col. C. G. McCauley, colonel of 
marines, and Commander Richard L, Law. At the 
station, where they arrived at half-past 10 a. m., they 
were received by Capt. Wells, the commandant, Pay- 
master-General Watmough, Capt. Dawson, the senior 
captain of marines, and a aumber of other distin- 
guished officers of the Navy. From the commandant’s 
office they went to the Antietam, thence to the Marine 
Barracks, where the officers were presented to the 
Secretary, and then went aboard the St, Louis. where 
the party were received by the officers and ship’s com- 
pany at quarters. Thence to the Dictator and Nahant, 
and then by beats to the Constitwtwn, ‘* where they 
were received by Capt. H. A. Adams, the commander, 
and Lieut.-Commander H. C. Nields, executive officer, 
at the gangway, and the oflicers and ship’s crew at 
quarters. Capt. Adams explained the several depart- 
ments of the ship to the Secretary, and made a very 
good impression upon him in regard tu the good that 
the school ship would do wo the Navy. It will hardly 
be felt for a few yeas, say about five or six, but after 
that the thoroughly educated seamen we turn out will 
be a credit toit. The Secretary seemed well pleased, 
and sat down in the captain’s cabin and seemed loth to 
move. ‘Why, this is such a pleasant place that I 
would like to take a cruise myself,’ said be, with 
smile, and had to be coaxed to leave his snug harbor, 
which he did with a sigh. But time was pressing; 
and the party were finally all in their boats at 12 
o’clock pulling for shore. As the boats left the side, 
the crew, still at quarters, fired the salute of seventeen 
guns to the Secretary.” Taking carriages on landing, 
the party proceeded to the residence uf Capt. Well:, 
“ where a fine collation was set out, and there wasa rest, 
which was taken advantage of for the interchange of 
ideas in regard to the amount of work to be done and 
the probability of Congress making a suitable appro- 

riation. Judge Kelley, Mr. O'Neill, Mr. Freeman and 
Mr. Harmer, were all strongly of the opinion that a 
liberal amount would be given for the purpose of im- 
proving the station, and putting up necessary build- 
ings.

favor of putting it at Chester.’” The Zelegraph gives 
an account also of interviews with the , and 
reports him as saying, ‘‘ that when the appropriation 
rfor the coming fiscal year which begins on July 1 comes 
under his charge, he intends to introduce a great many 
reforms in the management of the Nava, Office, and 
while he remains Secretary of the | he will not 
permit political influence to outweigh skill in obtaining 
employment in the yards, nor will he allow the yards 
to be packed with men at election times iu the interest 
of designing politicians.”

*tation the Secretary is reported as saying: ‘‘I started 
here with an exceedingly favorable impression, but 
the reality far enepeded it. In fact, I can say I was 
most rm disappointed. Why, comparative 
little outlay will make of it ene of the best places for 
iron-clads, especially, in the whole country. In fact, 
it is about the only available place where we can keep 
our monitors, as salt water is very injurious to them. 
T do not think any new ships will be built this year, 
but there is no doubt that some of the old ones will be 
placed in thorough repair. I see that one of your 
Philadelphia papers says I am going to build a couple 
of iron-clads, but that is a mistake. The Chief of the 
Ordnance Department is now, however, engaged in 
perfecting a series of experiments in the construction 
of improved torpedoes. We have now some that ex- 
ceed in efficiency any that are used at pregent in 
Europe. We do not require an aggressive Navy. In 
fact, we are not likely ever to become an ive 
nation, owing to our position. All that we want is an 
effective’ system of fortifications and guns of such 
power as to resist any naval force that may be brought 
against us, and with the aid of improved torpedoes we 
can give a good account of any naval force that any 
foreign nation can bring against us. Considerable 
comment has been made on the vessel that had to leave 
her guns to be brought home in a merchant vessel, but 
there is no doubt that Capt. Whitehead is a careful 
and judicious officer, and his vessel would not have 
stood the strain in a storm if one overtook her.” The 
Secretary 1s 68 years old, although much younger in 
feeling. He also speaks of his having been a news- 
paper man in early life, and even now keeps a watch- 
ful eye on all the prominent newspapers in the country, 
using the scissors and paste-pot as freely as ever. _— 

SECRETARY THOMPSON made a hurried inspection 
of the Brooklyn Navy-yard, Thursday last, June 14. 
He was accompanied by the officers who attended 
him on hig visit to League Island. The Brooklyn 
Eagle says: The Secretary had promised that he 
would arrive at half-past nine o’clock, and at that 
hour the preparations had been completed. On the 
long dock the marines, under the eommand of Capt. 
Broome, had their arms stacked. Soon Capt. Tem- 
ple, captain of the yard, and acting commandant in 
the absence of Commodore Nicholson, appeared, ac- 
companied by a number of officers and the heads of 
the different Departments. It was well on toward 
eleven o’clock when the whistle ot steamboats on the 
river gave notice of the approach of the Secretary of 
the Navy, who was received with the regulation 
salute.

THE WEST POINT GRADUATES. 


5 the life of our representative Army officers be- 
gins at West Point, so it is natural and fitting 
that the influence of West Point should be para- 
mount in the Army. Numerically the smallest class 
of Army officers, the,superior education of the West 
Pointers makes theth the undoubted aristocracy of 
our small Regular force. They “set the fashions,” 
be they young or old, and the practical lessons of a 
few years hard frontier service, added to the Aca- 
demic culture they have received, leave them as 
model officers for any army, with a versatility and 
quick adaptability to be found in no other service 
after so few years of experience. These facts have 
long been known and acknowledged, not only in our 
country, but by all those foreign officers whose 
service has brought them in contact with West Point 
graduates, They inspire a sentiment of just pride 
in all American Army officers, who fcel that they 
themselves share in every honor that is offered to 
the graduates, The feelings of envy and jealousy 
that sometimes arise in the minds of the civil ap- 
pointees are but transitory, and vanish before the 
greater pride that says to itself, when honors are 
heaped on an officer who is a graduate, “I, too, am 
an American officer.” It is much the same feeling 
that made the Highland duihnewassel of old rejoice 
in the glory of the chief of his clan, with the re- 
flection that he himself was the chief’s kinsman, 
and therefore a sharer therein. 
This feeling it is that makes the history of West 
Point with its successive classes so inextricable from 
the history of the American Army. As years rollon, 
and the smooth-faced lads that receive their diplomas 
on graduation day grow into bronzed and grizzled 
veterans, they never forget their alma mater nor the 
events of their graduating year. Each has its pecu- 
liarity that marks it from all other years for all time. 
Who that belonged to those famous double classes of 
61 can forget the strange experiences that preceded 
their graduation or the grand future that opened to 
our boys without pause for thought. Tben came 
the classes of ’62, 63 and 64, each with its hurried 
summons of officers to the field, its stirring events 
rapidly succeeding each other. To the classes that 
came after these their own lot at first may have 
seemed tame, but the obliterating sweep of years soon 
made the Civil War a thing of the past, and succeed- 
ing classes found in the Indian Wars of the Pacific 
Railroad a new source of excitement not devoid of 
glory, though with scant chance for promotion, 
Each graduating year has had its peculiar event, 
marking it from all others, and the classes since 1870 
have been no exception to the rule. In years to 
come how proudly many an officer will say, “ I was 
of the class of "76—the Centennial Class,” and smile 
as he thinks of the grand exposition he was free to 
enjoy. The class of 77 will also have good cause to

fident that it {will be with as much pleasure as that 
of their comrades of '76. For they, too, were at Phila- 
delphia even if it was in camp, and they too enjoyed 
the exposition—none the less for the presence of un- 
numbered feminine attractions, more than West 
Point could boast of in its palmiest days. 

. Now, however, all this play and study is over, and 
the class of 77 steps out into the world to begin the 
life of men and soldiers in grim earnest. They may 
perhaps think the prospect somewhat flat and dis- 
couraging at first. They find the country in a state 
of comparative apathy, résting after the fiercest and 
most critical political struggle it has seen since the 
Secession Movement, and they find that as one 
between the two 
parties, the Army has met with the usual fate of those 
who stand neutral between two belligerents and taken 


jall the blows. It may puzzle these young men 


to know what the Army has done to deserve this, or 
how cutting off its pay for a season is going to 
benefit the country at large, except in the saving of 
a few months’ interest. Being young, it is by no 
means unlikely that they may ca!l it a small piece of 
business on the part of any body of grown men 
te sacrifice duty to passion. However, even 
West Point graduates are not supposed to be 
familiar with the intricacies of a Congressman’s 
moral code, and it is enough for them to know that 
the Lower House judged it necessary to punish the 
whole body of Army officers for obeying the orders 
ot the President of the United States. Of one thing 
we wish to assure them, as from a standpoint inter- 
mediate between the Army and the people, and, 
therefore, possessing the advantage of some outside 
acquaintance with public opinion. It is, that public 
sympathy is entirely with the Army in the matter of 
the present unjust treatment accorded to it, and 
that public opinion will inevitably lead to a strong 
reaction in favor of the patient, obedient Army, as 
soon as Congress meets in October. Nothing is 
more certain than this, that the present inconvenience, 
however hard to bear, is only temporary. It is the 
first time in the history of the nation that such an 
injustice hus been perpetrated, and it is not likely 
that political feeling can rise to such a pitch on any 
future question as to render a repetition of such a 
measure probable. 

In the meantime the position of the Army is by 
no means as bad as it has{jbeen in the past. When 
it is compared with that of the Army of 1860, its 
improvement in material comfort and future 
prospects is perceptible. To-day there is hardly a 
father in all this country who would not consider 
that he had obtained a prize for his most talented 
son if he had procured him a cadetship at West 
Point. The future of such a youth is certain to be 
prosperous, if he possesses even a moderate share of 
ability, and there are as many chances for graduates 
to-day as there were twenty years ago. 

Twenty years ago who would have given much for 
the future chances of GRANT, SHERMAN, or SHERI- 
DAN? The first and second were out of service, 
retired into civil life, approaching middle age, with 
no apparent career before them; the third was a 
second lieutenant, and doomed to remain so for eight 
long years of frontier isolation. To-day the first is 
the honored guest of princes in Europe, the second 
leads the Army of the United States, and the third 
has won the fame of the first cavalry chief of his 
generation. Let no man say or think there are no 
such chances left. It is a wise provision that gives 
eternal hope and courage to vigorous, audacious 
youth, for hope and courage end by making all 
things possible to their possessors.

WE constantly hear the assertion that our laws 
forbid the appointment of any but white officers to 
the negro regiments. Officers of the Army ought to 
know better, for there is no such prohibition in the 
statutes. The law creating the regiments that have 
been variously styled “‘ Nubians,” “ Brunetts,” etc., 
provided simply that the enlisted men of certain 
regiments should be “colored men,” and this has 
been so construed as to exclude.from the ranks of 
those regiments all men who are not colored with 
negro blood. The law intended that those regiments 
should be officered as were the others, and accom- 
plished this object by silence; but it was necessary, 
in view of the fact that the then existing regulations

the little twins returned thanks ; they were probably ser 
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“free white males” to insert the clause about “ col- 
ored men.” As to the officers, every regiment in the 
Service is equally open, or equally closed, to negro 
appointees. Not only has there never been a law 
excluding negroes from office in our Army, but, save 
as to one of the armies authorized in the war of 1812- 
15, there has unfortunately been no law requiring 
our officers to be citizens of the United States. . One 
of the first colonels appointed by the Continental 
Congress in 1775 was Lours, a half breed (negro and 
Indian, and therefore most richly colored) chief of 
the Caynaugasg ® 





Many officers of the Navy are in a sad plight over 
the deficiency in the Pay appropriation for the pre- 
sent year, and as the majority of them are married 
with families to support, a period of three months 
without income is found difficult to bear. Asa rule 
a Navy officer has but little surplus over and above 
his annual pay; and no matter how economical he 
may be, his expenses ashore with a family to main- 
tain, and his expenditures abroad in the matter of 
entertainments to sustain his country’s credit for 
hospitality, leave him with barely a living. We hope 
to see the Navy ofticers included in all cases with the 
Army in the plans providing for the discount of pay 
accounts, If it is not done it will be because no one 
connected with the Navy has taken the trouble to 
make clear to the bankers the undoubted fact that 
the security offered them is ample and the reimburse- 
ment beyond a doubt. 





SINCE our last week’s issue, matters on the Mexican 
frontier have been further complicated. Instead of 
General Orp crossing the frontier, the Mexicans have 
done it. It appears that the Lerdistas and Diazistas 
had a battle on the Mexican side of the Rio Grande, 
that the Lerdistas chased the Diazistas over the river 
and followed them to American soil; that then the 
United States troops arrested the whole party of 
forty, who seem to have consisted mostly of field 
officers, and took them to Fort Clark under guard. 
Of course the difficulty now is to find out who is re- 
sponsible, and as long as the present revolution con- 
tinues, the responsibility will be hard to fix. We 
expect that events will force us to return to this sub- 
ject more fully before long. 





THE Revue des Deux Mondes of May 15, 1877, has a 
valuable article on Central Asia, by M. Cucheval- 
Clarigny, who is evidently a convert to the doctrine of 
the manifest destiny of Russia, holding that “‘ it is in 
vain that wise counsellors seek to arrest the conquerors 
in the path of aggrandisement. Their remonstrances, 
like those of Cyneas, are eternally destined to remain 
unfruitful. The conquerors, men or people, are in- 
struments in the hands of God, who uses them to bring 
into contact races‘separated by language, manners, and 
religion, to overturn the human barriers with which 
the nations seek to isolate themselves, and thus to 
revolutionize the face of the world. Atacertain mo- 
ment in the life of nations, it seems that a hidden and 
irresistible force of expansion carries them beyond 
their frontiers and casts them upon their neighbors; as 
each step in advance creates new proximities, new 
enmities, and new subjects of apprehension, the con- 
quering nation in the pursuit of a security which it 
never attains continues to extend itself by a succession 
of aggrandisements until it finds itself face to face with 
another human stream strong enough to arrest it.” 

This it seemsto us is but the application to the 
grander man of the law of growth, which prevails in 
the individual human anatomy. If disease so weakens 
the recuperative power of any portion of the cuticle that 
an ulcer or running sore is formed, the remedy for it is 
to graft on a piece of healthy skin which reproduces its 
healthy cells and throws out its tendrils in all direc- 
tions, until the contact with the healthy skin once 
more establishes the equllibrium and arrests the un- 
usual growth: ‘The English seem to be gradualjy 
approaching the recognition of this law in their deal- 
ings with Russia, and will in time attain something 
of that dignity in dealing with her, which, as Mr. 
Schuyler shows, should take the place of perpetual 
questionings, protestations, and demands for explana- 
tions which result in no definite action. 

The Russian pdssessions in Central Asia, outside 
of Siberia anc the Caucasus, include an area of 400,. 
000 equare miles, that is to say, a territory equal to 
that of Austria, Hungary, Germany, Holland, and 
Belgium combine’. The creation of this immense 
empire is the work almost entirely of the last fifty 
years, and Russia has only made a beginning, and the 


inevitable determination of her empire to the East must 
in time, if not at once, bring her into conflict with 
England. The reciprocal attitude of’ England and 
Russia is, as the Revue shows, the grand, not to say, 
the only preoccupation of the Asiatic people. The 
belief is universal in the Orient that a conflict between 
the two empires is inevitable and at hand. As for 
the side toward which our sympathies should tend in 
such a contest the Revue says: humanity and civiliza- 
tion can only applaud the progress of the Russian 
power ip Asia. A humane andenlightened domination 
is substituted for a sanguinary and mercenary despotism. 
It is not only the products of Europe which are intro- 
duced into Asia in the train of the soldiers and the 
Russian functionaries, there are also the arts, the cus- 
toms, and, little by little, the ideas of the West. 
Tashkend is becoming the seat of government; its 
central position destinesit to this role. In a few years 
a European city has sprung out of the ground, by the 
side of the Turkish city, around the palace und the mag- 
nificent gardens of the Governor-General—Gen. Kauf- 
man—who maintains a royal state. If such honors as 
he receives are paid to a Governor-General, what idea 
must the Oriental not -have, says the Revue, of the 
White Czar, of whom the Governor-General is but 
the servant? Is it not with reason that his subjects 
declare him to be the most powerful sovereign of the 
earth? It is this effect upon the oriental imagination 
that constitutes the chief danger to England in her 
Indian empire, and it was to counteract this effect that 
Lord Beaconsfield created his fiction of the Empress 
of India. 


REAR-ADMIRAL H. WALKE, U. 8. N., offers his con- 
tribution.to the history of the war of secession in an 
octavo me of 480 pages, published by F. R. Reed 
and Co., New York, and entitled, ‘‘ Naval Scenes and 
Reminiscences of the Civil War in the United States, 
on the Southern and Western Waters During the Years 
1861, 1862 and 1863. With the History of that Period. 
Compared and Corrected from Authentic Sources.” 
The title promises more than was intended, and we 
presume it is a printer’s error in putting the full stop 
after the word ‘‘ period.” Admiral Walke will hardly 
contend that his volume is in any true sense ‘‘ a history 
of that period.” Indeed, he tells us in his preface that 
its main object ‘‘is to narrate, minutely and correctly, 
some of the interesting scenes of the late war, in the 
very valuable services rendered by the gun-boats on the 
western waters, and to adjust or correct important 
perversions and mistakes which occur in the official 
and other reports. Also to commemorate the conduct 
of some of those officers and men of the flotilla, who 
richly deserve the thanks of their country, among 
whom were those patriotic Western men, who fought 
and labored with our flotilla to drive the enemy fiom 
the Mississippi.” Accordingly, his work is, and very 
properly, almost exclusively occupied with a descrip- 
tion of the scenes and events in which its author had a 
share, and to this extent it is valuable as the testimony 
of an eye witness. The Admiral draws largely upon 
official reports and the letters of newspaper correspon- 
dents to sustain his criticisms of the current histories 
of the war. The ‘‘ Naval History of the Rebellion,” 
issued under the auspices of the Navy Department, is 
the object of his especial antipathy. Others 
besides Admiral Walke would decidedly object to see- 
ing that volume accepted as a complete, or even so far 
as it goes, a truthful history of the war. But the criti- 
cisms of Admiral Walke relieve its author of some 
measure of responsibility, for they show that the pro- 
verb ‘‘as lying as a bulletin” finds some illustration in the 
official reports of the war, upon which he depended for 
his statements. It is only by a comparison of these 
reports and an examination of their evidence in the 
light of contemporary statements that the truth is to be 
arrived at. This is the work Admiral Walke under. 
takes, and it is no reflection upon the value of his 
work, though it is, as we have said, upon the accuracy 
of its title, when we say that if we were to accept it in 
any sense as a “ history of that period,” we should be 
greatly misled as to the relative importance of events. 
It bears much the same relation to a complete history 
that a family portrait does to an historical painting. 
Thirty-four full page lithographs of vessels and naval 
engagements, and portraits of Admirals Farragut, 
Porter, Foote and Davis, and Generals Grant and Pope 
adorn the volume, which has besides twenty-five 
diagrams interspersed in the text. A full index of all 
the names mentioned completes the work, which should 
certainly be in the possession of every one interested 
in the events 1t records. The more we have of such 
persona! narratives the fuller and more truthful will 
be the final record of that stormy period in which we 
were transformed from a congeries of provincial com- 
ynunities into the proportions of a great State. 











Tue Alumni Society of the Military Academy had 
their usual pleasant annual gathering at West Poin 
last Thursday, and among those present were the 
Secretary of War and General Sherman. At the busi- 
ness meeting of the Society it was decided to remove 
the remains of General Sylvanus Thayer from Brain- 
tree, Mass., to the Point, and erect a monument over 
them. Later the members sat down to a luncheon in a 
large tent erected for the purpose, and spent several 
hours in social intercourse and speech-making. Amon 
those who spoke were Secretary McCrary, Genera 
Sherman, Professor Church, General Hancock, Captain 
Catlin and General Schofield. 








Lrevut.-Cou. and Brevet Major-General H. G. Wright 
and 2. A. Gillmore, Corps of Engineers, U. 8. Army, 
and Edward Clarke, appointed by act of Congress as 
commissioners: to supervise the Pennsylvaria avenue 
pavement, have submitted a final statement of costs 
for that work, which shows that the cost will be

this. Correspondents of the Washington Star indulge 
in some criticism on Lieut. Kingman and the Board of 
Army Engineers, who reported on the foundations of 
the Washington monument.

“* Lieut. Kingman not only erred in assuming the stone 
now standing to be the proper bench marks, but he ran 
a line of levels from it to a point in the foundation, 
three feet below the point distinctly designated by Mr. 
Mills as the point taken by him, an error which a 
county surveyor would hardly have committed. Inex- 
pefience may be an excuse for Lieut. Kingman, but 
the board of engineers are wholly responsible.” 








A CORRESPONDENT of the Philadelphia Hvening 
Lelegraph with the 7th Cavalry ‘in the field, Montana 
Territory, May 23,” most justly rnd vigorously criti- 
cises the reduction in the number of enlisted men in 
the Army: 


“The new campaign,” he says, *‘ is about opening, and what is 
the outlook? A majority of the Indians have been starved into 
submission. If the traditionary custom of the Government is 
followed, and there is no reason for supposing it will not be, the 
fatted calf will soon restore their latent energies, renew their 
power for harm, and make them ripe to take every advantage of 
any blunder or frand on the part of their quasi conquerors, In 
addition to these, whose treatment calls for a rare display of 
moral and physical courage, there are the still remaining hostiles 
in open defiance, under the command of Sitting Bull. The 
latest news from tip the river puts their number at some 4 000, 
and a despatch frem Fort Peck, reccived to-day, announces their 
failure to make a lodgment in the British possessions because of 
the opposition of the authorities. 

“This means inevitable trouble. How is it met ? By reducing 
to a still fainter shadow the F ery ef an Army sent against them 
even while en route! At Fort Buford yesterday there was in 
one company two men for duty, in another five, the largest of 
the four stationed here reporting fourteen ! cons to the 
cavalry and taking an average company of the 7th—it left Fort 
Rice with seventy-seven men. Soldiers are enlisted for five 
years, which gives a proportion of ten men discharged in six 
months; substracting another tenth—sick, absent, or on de- 
tached service—leaves eighty men for duty on the summer's

“Such an order as the demoralizing one above noted is 
received, and desertion is ata premium. In this regiment, on 
the night of the receipt of the order, six men deserted from one 
company alone, taking their horses with them. Finally, add the 
reduction which will result from the enforcement of that part 
relating to the discharge of those men whose terms expire 
before October, and the companies will not contain half a hun- 
dred. [tis putting ina high bid for a repetition of last year’s 
disasters. odern history blushed, ay, burned with red horror, 
to find itself recording the direst disaster she ever knew to fall 
on brave men in arms. Grass has not yet grown over their 
hurried graves, before Fate is challenged to repeat its cruelties,”’ 








Tue London Military journals have a word of wel- 
come for ex-President Grant, though their praise of 
him asa soldier is more qualified and restrained than 
that which appears in the political papers. Broad 
Arrow says: We are gratified to see that his recep- 
tion, so far, has been cordial. Though not, according 
to European ideas of military proficiency, a very great 
coldier, he yet performed a by no meays unimportant 
part in the great drama of the American Civil War; 
and he cannot personally be blamed if the course of 
events placed him on a pedestal above his fellow ac- 
tors scarcely warranted by his abilities. It was his 
good fortune, like that of many other “ successful” 
men, to ‘‘ enter into other men’s labors” as well as his 
own; and it must be said to bis praise that he has 
known how to ‘‘ bear his high honors meekly.” The 
Army and Navy Gazette, which speaks more at length 
ina similar strain, concludes by saying: That in the 
destruction of the Confederacy, ‘* Grant was the last 
great final cause, and he stands on English soil as the 
soldier who carried out with unflinching energy the 
only strategy which the genius of Lee could not frus- 
trate and the valor of Jackson could not sustain. 
Twice President of the Uniied States—the savior of 
his country, if not of society—General Grant deserves 
all honor from those who admire success and the 
qualities which winit.” The daily papers of all shades 
of opinion unite in their welcome. The Zimes has a 
complimentary editorial. The News remarked: ‘‘ No 
where has Gen. Grant been more rigurously criticised 
than in his own country, and by members of his own 
profession there. But no criticism could do away 
with the fact that he was the victorin one of the 
greatest wars known to history, and that he succeeded 
where all who tried the task before him failed. In 
any cace what England and Europe will see in Gen. 
Grant is the man who fought and won some of the 
greatest battles of modern times and who crushed the 
Southern Confederation.” The TZelegraph went still 
further: ‘‘ While curdially recognizing the rare com- 
bination of honest wisdom and benevolence, which en- 
deared the character of Abraham Lincola to the mass 
of his countrymen, our deliberate judgment is that the 
brilliant career of Grant, whether viewed as a victo- 
rious commander of the national forces or an able 
chief of the Executive, entitles him to a niche in the 
American Pantheon in close proximity to that great

THE LIFE OF CUSTER. 
LETTER FROM GEN. BARNARD. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sir: Though the possessor of a book bearing the title 
of ‘“‘A Life of Major-Gen.. Geo. A. Custer,” ever 
since its issue some months ago from the press, I 
have to confess ignorance unti! yesterday of its valu- 
able contents; of even so much as relates to the re- 
markable ‘‘ picture” which faces the commencing 

of Chapter V., Book 2. 

nasmuch as the author of this book ,applied to me 
personally for information, and was referred to official 
reports and to a communication in your issue of Jul 
2, 1876, signed ‘* D. V. N,” for a full statement of all 
that concerned my reconnoissance of the Chickahom- 
iny on the 22d of May, it is somewhat characteristic of 
a style of ‘‘ historical” writing, of which this book 
is a type, that even the official statements of those whose 
statements is the sole source of information on the sub- 
ject, are disregarded. Not more surprising, however, 
is such fabulous “history” than that, when the 
sensational character of the invented fable needs seme- 
thing more than the somewhat arid domain of *‘ facts” 
yields, the fabulizer should invent—falsify facts—and 
finally libel the one officer who made the reconnois- 
sance, and to whom Custer (to whom the fullest credit 
was given) was but an instrument. 

Let me first treat of some of the ‘‘facts.” The 
‘* historian” says, ‘‘the previous day he (¢. ¢., myself) 
had been down to Bottom’s Bridge, eight miles below, 
and found no enemy there, while the stream was ford- 
able on horseback.’ 

My official report says that on the 20th (7. ¢., two 
days before), I had gone there to make a ‘“‘ forced re- 
conncissance” and finding ‘‘the ground already oc- 
cupied” (7. e., our sile of the Chickahominy just as 
two days after I found at ‘‘ New Bridge,” and the 
vicinity our side already: occvpied), I dismissed my 
escort and made a reconnoissance personally, by which 
a ‘‘ very thorough knowledge of the Chickabominy as 
an obstacle was acquired, and the presumption estab- 
lished that at this point ‘‘no serious resistance was 
contemplated.” A presumption directly in conflict 
with our historian’s version that ‘‘na enemy was 
there.” An enemy was there, still (as at New Bridge) 
in possession of the other bank, and quite as likely to 
have “riflemen in the bushes beyond” as at New 
Bridge. 

Concerning Lieut, Custer’s being with me on the oc- 
casion of my second reconnoissance of the Chickahom- 
iny, I state in my official report, ‘‘ Taking with me 
Lieut. Custer of the 5th U. S. Cavalry, etc., etc.,” and 
in the letter of ‘‘ D. V. N.” in your columns, to which 
I haa referred the ‘‘ author” for further information, 
it is said, ‘* Lieut. Custer had joined and served as 
guide to the headquarters column of Gen. McClellan 
and staff, as it was (May 22, 1862) approaching its first 
Chickahominy camp at Cold Harbor.” . ... . 
‘** The headquarter encampment was no sooner reached 
than Gen. Barnard pushed on to the Chickahominy. 
Why Lieut. Custer who, as stated above, had been ac- 
companying the staff column for an hour or two, was 
taken with Gen, Barnard, is not stated. It might have 
been the Commanding General’s order or his own 
desire.” My own memory does not serve to decide 
further. As I had no previous acquaintance (although 
my attention had been strongly attracted to him dur- 
ing the “ hour or two,” since Custer’s advent to the 
column of the headquarter staff; during a considerable 
portion of this time, if I am not greatly mistaken, 
he rode side by side with the Commanding General) 
with Custer, it is quite likely that Gen. McClellan bim- 
self, on my announcing my intention to go forward to 
the Chickahominy, directed Custer to join me. 

Concerning the access to the stream the ‘‘ historian” 
is content for a moment to follow the authority of 
authentic statements. But horses had been (of course) 
left far behind. A stream of perhaps 30 yards in 
width, on the edge of which we stood, flowed be- 
tween margins of I know not how many yards of 
dense swamp timber. The sole object was to find as 
to the depth and character of the bottom. Custer drew 

gno ‘revolver ”"—the stream did not rise ‘‘ to his arm- 
pits”—and the enormous depth of “ several inches 
of soft, sticky, black mud,” is in its very phraseology, 
a creation of the historian. 

My official report is very brief and very explicit. 
‘* He waded across without any difficulty (the depth 
being about four feet); and a few days afterwards, 
emboldened by this experiment, he caused the length 
of the stream to be waded from the bridge for a haif 
amile below. The attack and capture of the enemy’s 
pickets by him and Lieut. Bowen was founded on 
these reconnoissances, to whith the successful results 
are due.” In this there is entire and full credit to 
Custer, both for what he did under my orders and un- 
der my eye (and I repeat, as my instrument), and 
what he subsequently did of his own promptiogs. 

As to the occasion in hand I simply venture to state 
in opposition to so trustworthy and conscientious a 
historian, ‘‘that Custer did uot ascend the opposite 
bank,” did not ** peer through the bushes on the other 
side,” and was not ‘‘rewarded by a distinct view of 
the enemy's picket fires;’’ had not carefully examined 
the whole of the enemy’s position!” had not ‘‘ found 
their main picket post to be so situated in the midst of 
a becd of the river that it might be easily cut off, etc., 
etc.” To “spin yarns” is quite a harmless doing 
compared with using “ whole cloth” of this fabric fur 
** history.” 


“invention,” libellious on me in its substance, and 
utterly at variance with facts. 

“The General and his young subordinate mounted 
and rode up to the house, where they found McClellan 
about to ride out with his staff, etc., etc. Here Custer 
fell back and Barnard went on.” And then follows 
some profound and touching reflections concerning 
“these Army matters,” by which it seems Custer 
“made the risk” and ‘it would all go to Barnard’s 
credit.” The sensational and truly apropos allusions, 
just here, to his (Custer’s) ‘‘ riotous life,” his ‘‘ re- 
pentance produced by his sister’s solemn warnings and 
prayers,” carried to the climax of bathos that he ‘‘ had 
spent the most of his money, was hard up, shabby in 
his dress, and at that moment was all covered with the 
black mud of the Chickahominy, certainly entitle the 
** historian ” to a high place—in bis line. 

The ‘General and his young subordinate did not 
ride up to the house,” for there was none, the head- 
quarters being (as the author has once stated) not at 
** Widow Gaines’ House,” but in the field, near Cold 
Harbor. They did not ‘‘find McClellan about to ride 
out with his staff.” He was seated in the open air of 
his camp with several of his officers, and (I think) the 
Prince de Joinville with him. 

Custer did not ‘‘ fall back;’’ he accompanied me to 
the presence of Gen. McClellan (to whom, as I have 
before observed) he was known, and whatever report 
was made was made by us in common, and whatever 
I individually reported was then and there done orally 
in his own presence and hearing; and, finally, Custer 
was not “covered with the black mud of the Cnicka- 
- medl his lower garments were wet, and that was 
all. 


The subsequent basely injurious statement that I 
‘by McClellan’s side made my (‘his’) report as if 
ignoring Custer” (which, however, I had perfect right to 
do if 1 had chosen), that ‘‘ the commander listened, 
asked a few questions, and finally it came out that the 
General had not gone himself, but had sent in some 
oung officer—really could not say who—had seen him 
ounging near headquarters—guessed he was some- 
where near, etc., etc.” 
The ‘‘cloth,” such stuff as this is made of 
‘* whole,” enveloping a libel as wanton and co 
itself. 
The sensational scene which follows need not be 
alluded to here. The author’s method of writing 
‘* history’ has already sufficiently prepared the reader 
for a ‘‘ tableau.” 
‘* History,” either of a great war or of an individual 
who has played a brilliant part in that war, and who 
has laid down his life on the battle field is indeed a 
grave thing. Those who survive have some claims 
however. They who suffer from the spatterings of 
libellers who attempt to magnify these heroes by reck- 
lessness defaming others, are better off than those 
whose future history is to be read in pages like these I 
have been noticing. 
It was not my Toctune to see much of Gen. Custer 
subsequent to the events alluded to. I never had cause 
to imagine that he indulged so foolish a belief as that 
I withheld from him any credit due (my reports show 
I did not); nor to doubt that he recognized the really 
valuable service I rendered bim on this occasion.

THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 


Tue closing ceremonies of the graduating exercises 
at the Military Academy took place on Thursday 
last. The diplomas were distributed as usual in the 
open green in front of the library building. The 
proceedings were opened by an address from Prof. 
Thompson, of the School of Technology, Worcester, 
Mass., who is the Chairman of the Board of Visitors. 
In the course of his remarks ;he said: ‘‘ For edu- 
cated men who are true to honor and righteousness, 
the world anxiously waits. The best thing that can 
be said of this Academy, with its long roll of heroes 
in war and in peace, is that every year increases the 
conviction among the people of this cguntry that its 
graduates are mep who will maintain at al! hazards 
the simple virtues of a robust manhood: -like Chau- 
cer’s Knight, modest, lowly, and serviceable.” 

Gen. Hancock followed in an address welcoming 
the graduates to the Army. He concluded as follows: 


Great responsibilities in time of danger are not given to the 
ignozant, to the slothful, or to those wLo have impaired their 
powers of mind and body by the indulgences of life. In times 
of danger favorites are discarded. When work is to be done, 
deeds performed, men of action have their opportunities, and 
fail not to seize them. It is the interest of commanders that 
such men should be selected for service, when success or failure 
may follow according to the wisdom of the selection, as the in- 
strument may be sharp or dull, good or bad. I would say to you 
lead active, temperate, studious lives, develop your hysical 
qualities as well as your mental. Regard the education you 
have acquired here as but rudimentary; pursue your studies in 
the line of. your profession as well in such other branches of 
science or language as may best accord with your inclinations. 
It will make you greater in your —— and cause you to be 
independent of it. The latter is but prudent these practical 
days. Study to lead honorable, useful, and respected lives. 
Even if no opportunity presents for martial glory, you will not 
fail to find your reward. Avoid the rocks of dissipation, of 
gambling, of debt. Lead those manly lives which will always 
nd you in healihin mind and body, free from entanglements 
of whatever kind, and you may be assured you will find your 
opportunities for great services, when otherwise you would have 
been overlooked or passed or . « «+ Knowledge derived 
from books may bring great distinction outside of the field of 
war, a8 an expert in the science of the military profession and 
in others; but the lessons of hard service are sa. 7 and neces- 
sary to give the soldier a practical understanding of the world 
and its ways as he will encounter them in war. advise you to 
go when young to the Plains—to the wilderness. Seek active 
service there; put off the days of indulgence and ease. Those 
should follow years. . . Take with you to the frontier your 
dog, rod, and gun: the pursuit of a life in the open air with such 
adjancte will go far togive you health and the vigor to meet 
the demands to be made upon you in trying campaigns, and to 
enable you to establish the physical condition neceseary to main- 
taina lifeof vigor, such as the soldier requires. And by no 
means leave your books behind you. - . When I gradu- 
ated General Scott, thinking possib'y to do me a service, asked 
me to what —— I desired to be assigned ; I replied, to the 
regiment stationed at the most western post in the United 
States. I was sent to the Indian Territory of to-day. We had 
not then acquired California or New Mexico, and our western 
boundary north of Texas, was the 100th degree of longitude. I 
know that that early frontier service and the opportunities for 
healthy and vigorous outdoor exercise, were of great advantage 
tome in many ways, and would have been more so had I fol- 
lowed the advice in reference to study that I have given to you. 
There are many “extreme Western” posts to-day. It is diffi- 
cult, tosay which is the most western in the sense of that day, 
when the Indian frontiers, did not, as now, lie in the circum- 
ference of an inner circle; but the Yellowstone will serve your 
purpose well. And if any of you wish to seek that service 
your taste will not be difficult to gratify, for the hardest lessons 
will be certain to be avoided by many. ‘There will be those who in 
the days of youth will seek the softer places. They may have 
their appropriate duties there and do their part well, but it may 
be considered a safe maxim, that the indulgence of the present 
will have to be paid for in the future. A man may not acquire 
greatness by pursuing religiously the course I have indicated as 
the best, but it will be safe to assume that when the roll of 
honor of your class is called after a length of service equal to 
mine, but few, if any of your number, will bave done their part 
well in public estimation save of those who shall have pretty 
closely followed these safe rules of life. Gentlemen,I bid you 
welcome. 
Secretary McCrary followed briefly, alluding in 
closing to the “ happy coincidence that 100 years 
ago to-day—on the 14th of June, 1777—the Congress 
of the United States passed the act which fixed our 
national emblem as the Stars and Stripes.” As the 
Secretary took his seat amid applause the band 
played “ Hail Columbia.” Gen. Schofield next pre- 
sented the diplomas, saying: 
GENTLEMEN OF THE GRADUATING CLass: The agreeable duty 
now devolves upon me of delivering to you the diplomas which 
the Academic Board have accorded you as graduates of the Mili 
tary Academy. These diplomas you bave fairly won, by your 
ability, your industry, and your obedience to discipline. You 
receive them, not as favors from anybody, but asthe just and 
lawful reward of honest and persistent effort. You have merited 
end are about to receive the highest honors attainable by young 
men in ourcountry. You have won these honors by hard work, 
and you are thus poepeces to prize them highly. Unless thus 
fairly won, honors, like riches, are of little value. As you learn, 
with advancing years, to more fully appreciate the value in life 
of the habits you have here acquired of self-reliance, long-sus- 
tained effort, obedience to discipline, and respect for lawful 
authority—a value greater even than that of the scientific know!l- 
edge you have gained—you will more and more highly prize the 
just reward which you are to-day found worthy to receive. You 
are now prepared to enter upon an honorable career in the great 
arena of the world. The West Point diploma has ever been a 
sport to public respect and to the coafidence of Government. 
ut such respect and confidence impiy corresponding responsi- 
bilities. The bonor of West Point and that of the Army are now 
in your keeping, and your country is entitled to the best services, 
intellectua!, moral, and physical, which it may be in your power 
torender. That you may render such services, do not fail to 
ursue your scientific studies, that you may know the laws of 
Rature, and make her forces subservient to the public welfare. 
Study carefully the history, institutions, and laws of your coun- 
try, that you may be able to see and to defend what is lawful and 
right in every emergency. Study not only the details of your 
profession, but the highest principles of the art of war. You 
may one day be called to the highest responsibility, and above 
all be governed in all things by those great moral principles 
which have been the guide of great and good men in all a es and 
in all countries. Without such guide, the greatest genius can 
do only evilto mankind. We take leave of you, gentlemen, not 
only with hope, but with full confidence that you will acquit 
yourselves well in the hcnorable career before you. We give 
ou our parental blessings, with fervent wishes for your pros- 
perity, happiness, and honor.

Sherman shook hands with the father of the young 
cadet—a grand looking old gentleman and very 
proud of his son, as he has a right to be—and warmly 
congratulated him on the brilliant career which was 
before the young man, The next on the list was 
Mr. Walter F. Fisk, When Mr. Flipper, the colored 
cadet, stepped forward, and received the reward of 
four years of as hard labor and unflinching courage 
and perseverance as any young man could be called 
upon to go through, the crowd of spectators gave 
him a round of hearty applause. He deserves it. 
Any one who knows how quietly and bravely this 
young man--the first of his despised race to graduate at 
West Point—has borne the difficulties of his position ; 
how for four years he has had to stand apart trom 
his classmates as one with them but not of them; 
and to all the severe work of academic official life 
has had added the yet more severe mental strain 
which bearing up against a cruel social ostracism 
puts on any man; and knowing that he has done 
this without getting soured, or losing courage for a 
day—any one, I say who knows all this would be in- 
clined to say that the young man deserved to be well 
taken care of by the Government he is bound to 
serve, Everybody here who has watched his course 
speaks in terms of admiration of the unflinching 
courage he has shown. No cadet will go away with 
heartier wishes for his future welfare.”

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 
OUTBREAK OF THE NEZ PERCES. 


The official despatches which follow give the par- 
ticulars, so far as received, of the Indian outbreak in 
Idaho Territory. The first is a despatch received at 
Fort Lapwai, Wash. T., from Gen. Howard, June 6: 


The Indians began by murdering a white man in 
revenge for a murder of his, killing three others at the 
same time. Since they have began a war upon the 
people near Mount Idaho. Capt. Perry started with 
two companies for them. Other troops are being 
brought forward as fast as possible. Give me author- 
ity for twenty-five Indian scouts. Think we shal] make 
short work of it. HowaArb. 

Gen. McDowell adds: 

I had already informed Howard of your decision 
that the division has all the Indian scouts that can be 
allowed. 





Cuicaao, June 19, 1877. 


Lieut.-Gen. Sheridan has received the following 
despatch from San Francisco: The following telegram 
has been received from Gen. Howard, dated Fort Lap- 
wai, June 16, 1877: 

The Indians of White Bird’s and Joseph’s bands 
murdered about twenty people in scattered settlements 
fifty miles eastward from here. Capt. Perry, with two 
companies, made a forced march thither, and the In- 
di:ns fled, with fresh horses. We hope to overtake 
them crossing the Salmon River. Please notify Forts 
Hall, Shaw, Ellis, and other eastern posts. Another 
band fled northward by Spokants. They may combine 
near the Flathead Agency, pretending to be peaceful. 
Troops from Fort Boise will head them off, if possible. 
Inspector Watkins and I are acting together.

Perry will prove incorrect, and that the combination among the 
disaffected Indians is not as extensive as reported. Still, we 
must meet the danger and overcome it, be it whatit may. Gen. 
Howard is on the spot, and can soon ascertain the exact truth. 
You can first support him by all the troops available, and call for 
re-enforcements only after you have used all subject to your 
command. The aggregate number of Indian ecouts possible for 
your division is 180. Surely you can let Howard have even 100 
by ordering Kautz to discharge a corresponding number.

A press despatch dated San Francisco, June 19, says: 
‘“*'T’he troops, with 150 citizens from Mount Idaho, en- 
countered the Indians at the. head of White Bird 
canyon. The troops dismounted and left a few of the 
soldiers and twenty friendly Indians to hold the horses. 
The Indians opened their fire upon the troops, and 
the fighting was continued for some time. The 
friendly Indians became alarmed. The soldiers guard- 
ing the horses could see that the Indians were get- 
ting the best of the fight and that the soldiers were re- 
——- The Captain of the party of citizens and 
Sergt. Lytle and one private are known to have been 
killed. The whole of the horse guard, both Indians 
and whites, broke and ran, some for Mount Idaho 
and some for Lapwai, leaving the horses to run loose 
over the prairie. Those coming to Lapwai never 
stopped till they reached the post. Many houses on 
the prairie have been burned.” 

The same despatch reports that at the Hdqrs Mili- 
tary Division of the Pacific, arrangements are being 
rapidly made to concentrate all the available troops at 
the scene of the ovtbreak. Miller’s company (E), 4th 
Artillery, from Fort Stevens, and Miles’ (E), 21st In- 
fantry, from Fort Vancouver, were, June 19, at Cellilo 
en route to Lewiston; Rodney’s company (D), 4th 
Artillery, was under orders from Fort Vanby, and 
Burton’s company (C), 21st Infantry, at Ft. Townsend. 
The three companies just arrived from Sitka, Alaska, 
are also ordered to the scene of hostilities. These 
companies are A (Bancroft’s), G (Morris’), and M 
(Throckmorton’s), of the 4th Artillery. ‘The com- 
panies of the 1st Cavalry in the Dept. of California are 
also placed under the orders of Gen. Howard. Of these 
companies, D (Sumner’s), at the Presidio, will by 
Winnemuca; A (McGregor’s), at Camp Bidwell, and 
C (Wagner’s), at Camp McDermit, will proceed to Gen. 
Howard’s headquarters direct. 

A press despatch, dated Portland, says: Gen. How- 
ard, who is now at Fort Lapwai, has sent telegraphic 
instructions to Adjt.-Gen. Wood to forward from dif- 
ferent posts in this Department all available troops 
with all possible speed. 

The scene of the war is located in Idaho Territory 
sixty miles south from Lewiston, on what is known as 
the Camas Prairie, Salmon River. The distance from 
Lewiston to Wallula by river is 160 miles, which is the 
nearest point where the telegraph can be reached. The 
distance from Portland, Ore., to the scene is over four 
hundred miles. , 

SITTING BULL IN CANADA. 

A despatch from Chicago, June 16, reports that Sit- 
ting Bull is settling between Fort Walsh, Manitoba, 
and Wood Mountain. He claims to have won many - 
victories over United States troops of which the pub- 
lic know nothing. A Bismarck special reports the 
return of Rev. Abbott Martin from a conference with 
Sitting Bull, held at the latter’s camp in the British 
possessions May 28. Mr: Martin was accompanied by 
six Sioux Indians and an interpreter. Sitting Bull was 
courteous, very hospitable, and attentive. He told the 
same old story of his wrongs in an eloquent and fi 
speech. The conclusion reached was that Sitting Bull 
would not return to the United States, but would 
remain in the Brilish possessions. He could not bear 
to surrender his ponies, arms, etc.; besides he feared 
for his personal safety. He appeured thoroughly sub-- 
dued. Father Martin thinks the band is Coster oft 
where they are, and recommends that they be 
encouraged to remain. He believes that the Indian 
war is over. 

A correspondent of the New York Herald says: ‘A 
month ago Gen. Miles sent Lieut. G. C. Doane, 2d U. 
8. Cavalry, to the Crow Indian camp toggather them 
together and bring the camp up the Rosebud. The 
Ciow Indians Miles intends to use as ferrets to hunt up 
and destroy the scattered bands of hostiles. Lieut. 
Doane has been entirely successful in his missfon, and 
the Crow camp, nearly three thousand strong, has gone 
up the Rosebud to the old haunts of the Sioux. The 
Crows can put 500 warriors in the saddle, and, when 
they arrive at the head of the Rosebud, this large body 
of savages will be unleished and scattered over the 
heads of Tongue River, Powder River, and Big Horn. 
and its tributaries. Tbe hostiles might succeed in 
dodging and hiding away from our heavy cavalry, but 
it will be of no use to attempt to evade the sharp eyes 
and swift ponies of the Crows. Every creek, canyon 
and glen will be traversed and not a foot of ground left 
for tne Sioux to rest upon. If they find small parties 
they will fall upon them and massacre them, and if 
they should discover a large camp they will fly over 
the hills to Miles, and in a few hours cclumns of light 
cavalry will be on the way to aid them in destroyin 
their ancient enemies. The Sioux is doomed and his 
power is atan end. They who were monarchs of the 
Plains for a hundred years are monarchs no longer. 
The arms and strategy of the white man have con- 
quered them, and we see the proud chiefs kneeling 
humbly at the feet of their conquerors.”

Preceded as they were by their splendid new band 
in scarlet uniforms, no finer military display has ever been 
seen, ard they fully deserved the perfect storm of applause 
with which they were greeted by the immense audieace 
assembled, After marching ouce around the room in 
coluinn of fours, the command was massed in the western 
end of the building, and guard mount performed.

‘Lhe errors noted were 
the equalizing of frout and rear ranks by first sergeants, 
and their failure to march their supernumeraries to their 
different companies aud there dismiss them, instead ot 
allowing them to scatter at will, etc. After guard mount 
came inspection, Owing to the large turn out of the regi- 
ment it was divided, the right wing being inspected while 
the left stacked arms, men standing in place rest. ‘I'he 
high state of discipline to which Col. Benson has brought 
his command was here particularly showao Aithough com- 
pelled to stand the next thing to immovable fora loug 
time, yet no man in the left wing moved from his place 
without permission. The appearance of each aud cvery 
man on inspection cannot be too highly commended. ‘The 
arms and equipments were almost faultless, particularly in 
Co. K, the youngest company in the regiment. No neater 
uniforms, whiter belts, or cleaner picces, can be found in 
any command than shown by Oo. K on Tuesday evening. 
After inspection, dress parade was the feature of the even- 
ing. On account of the lateness of the hour many of the 
audience had left, but we are sure not one iu the large 
audience remaining regretted their stay. We have rarely 
if ever witnessed a more faultless or finer dress parade, 
The manual was almost perfect in regularity, the men 
steady at parade rest, the officers showing themselves fully 
versed in the tactics. Altogether this was the finest dis- 
play ever made by the 1st regiment, showing themselves as 
they did to be the equal of any volunteer regiment in the 
country, and one of which any city might be proud.

lishes a very full analysis e? the Turkish military 
forces, showing its actual present strength to be as 
follows: Infantry, 486 battalions, 413,600 men. 
Cavalry, 200 squadrons, 18,000 men. Artillery, 644 
guns, 16,000 men. Engineers, 1,050 men; horses, 
18,000 for artillery, 20,000 for cavalry. To this is to 
be added 88 mountain guns and 2,942 fortification 
guns, 100 battalions of mustehafiz, and about 40,000 
irregular troops, mostly Circassian horsemen. 

It the troops of the line were brought up to the 
required standard, they would show a total of 148,- 
025 infantry, 24,150 cavalry, 19,746 artillery, 1,309 
engineers. This number has been considerably re- 
duced, however, by losses in the late insurrection, 
and by other causes, and the actual force is estimated 
to be 181 battalions infantry at 600 men, 108,600 ; 
200 squadrons cavalry at 90 men, 18,000; 7 com- 

ies engineers at 150 men, 1,050; field and 
ortification artillery force, 16,000. Total, 143,650 
men. 

The condition of the reserve, according to the lists 
of the War Department, is as follows: 1,083 bat- 
talions infantry at 800, 866,400 men; cuvalry, 25,412 
men; artillery, 45,579 men. Total, 937,391 men. 
But until March 24, 1877, only the following bat- 
talions were organized, and that, too, with an actual 
strength of from 1,000 to 1,200 men:

The tactical movements of the Turkish army are 
under the direction of the Commander-in-chief of 
the corps d’armée, while the administration is con- 
trolled by the Military Council at Constantinople. 
This division of command is an evident source of 
weakness. 

The rifles at present in the bands of the troops 
are Snipers, but they are being rapidly changed for 
Pxanopys, of which there should be 60,000 in store, 
The cavalry are mostly armec with WINCHESTER, 
(50,000,) and Remineton rifles. The field-guns 
are mostly steel Krupps, on the Piussian system. 
The forts in the Dardanelles are being armed with

heavy ARMSTRONG guns, but are as yet in an imper- 
fect state. 

Of the officers, the less said the better. They owe 
their promotion to favoritism, and venality and 
corruption extend through the service. Discipline is 
lax, and the administrative departments of the army 
are badly organized. 








HOBART PASHA. 
(John Cockerill in the Cincinnati Enquirer.) 


I saw at the hotel last night Admiral Hobart Pasha, 
the real life and heart of the Ottoman navy. He 
called to pay his respects to Capt. Gambler, of the 
navy, now of the Zimes corps of correspondents, and 
a former chum. He is a man certainly fifty years of 
age. He is rather short in stature, but compactly 
built 4nd lithe in his movements. He was dressed 
last night in a plain black suit, buttoned-up frock coat, 
and he wore the simple red fez which is the indis- 
pensable adjunct of the Turkish official. He carried 
in his hand a little stick, a sort of dog-whipper. His 
complexion is sallow, his whiskers are gray and 
stubbly, his hair, which grows well down his neck, is 
tinged with silver, and his ‘out ensemble is that of a 
well-conditioned Pasha, No one passing him in the 
street would suspect his English origin, the orange 
color of the face and the fez effectually hiding the 
traces of Anglo-Saxon blood and breeding. There 
was a depressed look about his gray eyes. His manner 
is short, abrupt and full of nervous energy. In con- 
versation you have scarcely finished a sentence before 
he is ready with his reply. I should take him for a 
man of wonderful executive ability, but then his 
naval training and years of arbitrary will may give 
him that seersing decision of character which so 
promptly captivates all men. His wife, a charming 
woman, whom he dearly loved, died recently, and 
since that time his friends have observed a great change 
in him. They talk about his recklessness in running 
out of the Danube the other day as though, like 
Nelson, be had decided upon an increase*in rank or a 
tomb in some nasty, mouldy abbey; but, inasmuch as 
the Russians only peppered the cuirasses of his vessel 
with musket balls, and as their torpedo service is quite 
defective, 1 do not see how he can claim a raise of 
salary as yet. It is understood among his friends here 
that, while he is the strong right arm of the navy, he 
is very much harassed and set upon by the officials 
who are in a position to check him. Raouf Pasha, the 
Minister of Marine, is disposed to have something to 
say himself, and, backed by the natural jealousy which 
moves all Turks against Englishmen seeking glory and 
renown, he —— to interfere with the majority of 
Hobart’s plans. € never suggests anything that some- 
body isn’t able to throw cold water in his direction; 
and, weighed down as he is by a lot of old officers who 
were brought up in harems, and who may be fitted for 
some service but not for the navy, he manages to pay 
rather dearly for the honors he wears. But great 
things are expected of the navy, and Hobart evidently 
feels the importance of his position. In conversation 
last night be expressed great confidence in the ability 
of the Turks to resist the European invasion which 
the Russians are attempting. He has a bouse in Pera, 
but is living aboard his yacht now altogether. It lays 
off in the Bosphorus, and can be seen from my window, 
with its star and crescent nodding at the peak.

Tue Army’s Pay.—A Washington despatch to the 
New York 7ribune is as follows: ‘‘ Army paymasters 
say that the soldiers will not be put to any hardship by 
reason of the want of funds for paying the troops. 
The first regular pay day after the close of the present 
fiscal year will be September 1, but it has not been un- 
common for paymasters’ to be a month or two bebind 
time in getting around to frontier posts. As the men 
are supplied by the Government with everything they 
need, a delay in getting their pay is to them a small 
matter, The officers will be put to some annoyance, 
as they have to live on their pay. They have no cause 
to complain, however, because the President did not 
call Congress together in May or June to pass the 
Appropriation bill. If there had been an early extra 
session the Democrats would have insisted upon cutting 
down the Army and turning out the officers rendered 
supernumerary by a reduction in the number of regi- 
ments. By next October it is probable that they will 
have recovered from their hostility to the blue coats, 
and will think seriously before thvy attempt to break 
down our little military establishment.” 








Ropert Ricuter, a clerk in the Quartermaster-General’s 
Oftice, Wathington, committed suicide June 15. According 
to the vewspaper account, alter dinner that evening be 
went out into his garden to hoe a little patch of tomato 





plants, and while so engaged he took offence at the depre- 
dations of some pet kittens of Mrs. Richter, which darted 


into his tomato bed. He called out to his wife: “‘If you 
don’t keep these kittens out of here I'll shoot ’em.” Mrs. 
Richter retorted by saying, ** Tf you touch those kittens I'll 
tear up your old tomato plants.” This remark so incensed 
Richter that he rose from the weeding of the garden, went 
into the house and got his revolver, which he put to the 
side of his head and killing himself instantly. 

Gen. HENNINGSEN, who died at Washington June 14, was 
born in England of Swedish parents, in the year 1815. His 
family was connected with the princely German family of 
Mecklenberg. In 1834, when only nineteen years of age, he 
joined the Carlist army in Spain, and served throughout 
the war for the succession with distinction. He afterwards 
served with the Poles, and with Walker in Nicaragua, hold- 
ing the rank of major-general, and during our war of seces- 
gion he served at the South.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


THE Army and Navy Gazetie thinks that the most 
effectual check to Russia in Asia that can be devised 
would be the annexation of Persia by Great Britain. 


GEN. TODLEBEN was expected at the headquarters 

of the Ruseian army on the Danube on the 10th June, 
and his counsels will very probably have a great influ- 
ence on the war. 
A TELEGRAM from Alexandria, dated May 27, states 
that the departure of the Egyptian contingent was de- 
layed by the refusal of twenty-seven English engineers 
of the fleet to sail without payment of the arrears of 
their salary. 

So many Indian officers, says the Naval and Military 
Gazette, have applied for leave with the intention of 
‘looking in” on Turkey and the Danybe on their way 
home, that furlough to England is re@ised unless the 
promise is given ‘*on honor” not to visit the scene of 
war. 

A NEw torpedo range is being provided in the Royal 
Arsenal canal at Woolwich; it will be 650 yards in 
length. The present range is less thau 400 yards long, 
and is consequently insufficient for the purposes of the 
preliminary trials of the Whitehead torpedo, now 
manufactured in the laboratory department. 

THE news from the Transvaal in South Africa is 
that 800 rank and file, two batteries of artillery, and 
250 mounted police arrived at Pretoria on the 3d May, 
and encamped two miles outside the town. The pub- 
lic entry was fixed for the Queen’s birthday, wheu 
ofticial possession was taken of the country May 
29, 1877. 

AN order dated May 30, and published in the London 
Gazette, establishes as the members of the Most Distin- 
guished Order of St. Michael and St. George, the Sove- 
reign, a Grand Master, 35 Knights Grand Cross, be- 
sides Princes of the blood, 20 Knights Commanders 
and 200 Companions, besides such honorary members 
as the sovereign may choose to appoint. 

ALL the Egyptian iron-clads have long ago passed into 
the hands of Turkey, and the only fighting vessels that 
remain are the frigate Mehemet Ali, of 24 guns and 400 
horse-power, the trigate Sher Gehaid, of 28 guns and 
400 horse-power, and a gunboat formerly belunging to 
Sherard Osborn’s Anglo-Chinese squadron. None of 
these are of any account. 

WE are informed, says the London Globe, that the 
report respecting the arrival of North American naval 
officers and engineers at St. Petersburg is entirely 
without foundation. The Russian Admiralty has 
more skilled officers than it knows how to dispose of 
in the present ineffective condition of its fleet, and is 
Lot likely to sanction a measure which would produce 
universal dissatisfaction throughout the entire navy. 
Since 1864 it has been the policy of the government to 
discourage the presence of foreigners in its army and 
navy. 

As the result of the explosion on board the Zhun- 
derer, it has been arranged that boilers in English 
dockyards, as well as on board ship, shall be tested 
twice a year. Another accident to the machinery of 
this Britain’s latest pride and joy has further disturbed 
English complacency. Starting for Plymouth to 
join the flag of Vice-Admiral Seymour, the Zhunderer 
was compelled to put back, an ‘‘ ecceniric go-a-head”

Ir having come to the notice of the government of 
India that firearms and ammunition are being sent by 
the railways to independent native States, the owners 
declaring them to be merchandise, the xo vernment has 
called tue attention of all railways to the law on the 
subject, and has pressed upon them the necessity of 
obtaining a permft from the local government before 
accepting arms or ammunition fur cunveyance to 
native States, which looks as if John Bull was not 
quite so secure of India as he might be. 

£17,600, or $88,000, is paid yearly on an average by 
the British soldier in fines for the privilege of getting 
drunk. The money is devoted to yraiuities to well- 
conducted soldiers, and in seven years £110,000 has 
been applied to this worthy object. The )e.r 1871-2 
appears to have been an especially unfortunate one for 
the thirsty soldier, as during that period he contributed 
nearly £21,650 to the exchequer. The Cape and China 
are named as the stations in which the greatest amount 
of drunkenness exists. The Hcho thinks that a little 
more liberality in the matter of reading rooms and 
libraries would tend to check this curse of the British 
army. 

Ir may be of interest to Americans to hnow that 
Major-General Selby-Smyth, who has been for the last 
four years in command in Canada, served regimentally 
in the 2d Queen’s, and by field service, found himself 
a colonel in the army while holding a captain’s com- 
mi sion in the regiment.

‘* My cousin, I have sent acourier to Berlin to-day, 
and I have given directions to Comte Saint Marsan that 
if Prussia does not at once cease her works of fortifi- 
cation, provisioning Spandau, and Kolberg, and all 
her military movements, he is to leave Berlin. My 
intention is, that as soon as the Comte Saint Marsan 
shall have left Berlin, that you march at once on that 
capital. My resolution is so strongly expressed 
that 1 hope Prussia will feel her impotency and the 
folly of her pretensions.” ” 

Ir seems that it was not true that a mutiny broke out 
on board the British ship Alerandra at the Pireus 
lately. The official report stated that on the 23d May 
a case of insubordination, caused by additional drill 
being imposed on some of the crew, took place, and 
several small articles, including handspikes, were 
thrown overboard. No clue to the perpetrators had 
been given, but the petty officers on duty had been 
warned that they would be disrated if such a thing 
occurred again. No official report had been received 
from the commander-in-chief, but a private letter re- 
ceived on Monday made no allusion to the outbreak, 
and said that the ship was going to sea the next day. 

Tue application of several British officers for per- 
mission to accompany the Russian army as spectators 
has, says the Berlin correspondent of the Pall Mall 
Gazette, met with an unconditional refusal on the part 
of the Russian government, without exception and 
without statement of reason. The permission denied 
to Englishmen has already been granted to officers of 
other countries. So determined does the Imperial 
government appear to be to maintain the distinction 
drawn between Englishmen and other nations, that 
Her Majesty’s military attaché, Lieut.-Col. Wellesley, 
has, after confidential inquiry, recommended his 
countrymen not to repeat or press further their un- 
successful solicitations. 

AccorDING to English advices twelve Gatling guns 
have been ordered for India, where they are to be tried 
against dummies representing troops in the open. The 
carriage for mountain warfare will be nearly similar to 
that of the 7-pounder muzzle-loading rifled gun. For 
use in the plains, small gun-carriages and limbers, the 
latter for double pouy or mule draught, or for small 
horses, will be made up. These Gatiings, as a con- 
temporary remarks, will be very useful for the flank 
defences of forts in frontier posts and for mountain 
warfare. There are any number of fortified posts and 
forts throughout India where these guns will be very 
handy, #d a larger number than the twelve which 
have been ordered seem to be required. 


Tue Calcutta Mahomedans are taking steps to call a 
meeting for the purpose of evincing their sympathy 
with Turkey. ‘* There seems (writes the Calcutta 
correspondent of the London 7Zimes) to be but little 
excitement among them on the subject—at any rate, 
we hear much less about their feelings than we did six 
~— ago. I have been assured, however, that this 

oes not proceed from any want of iuterest, but simply 
from the desire to avoid the appearance of disloyalty 
to the British government. The Urdu Guide, the lead 
ing Mahomedan journal, which is strongly in favor of 
the Turks, warns the Missulman community to take 
no steps which may embarrass our government.” 


Tue German iron-clad squadron arrived in Ply- 
mouth Sound on Sunday, the 3d June, and took up 
moorings in the usual place allotted to foreign ships. 
It is composed of the Kaiser, bearing the flag of Rear- 
Admiral Batsch; Prewssen, turret-ship, Deutschland, 
and Frederich Karl. Immediately on arrival the flag- 
ship saluted the citadel with twenty-one guns, which 
was returned. Afterwards the port-admira)’s flag was 
saluted with seventeen guns, and returned by the 
Royal Adelaide with the same number. The squadron 
will leave for the Levant, where it will be augmented 
by. the German war vessels Gazelle, Komet, and Pomer 
ania, now in those waters. 

BomBay has had a very narrow escape. The float- 
ing batteries in the harbor having never been properly 
manned, are worked by Royal Artillerymen or by 
Volunteers. Some weeks ago, while the turret was 
revolving, an order was given to a gunner which he 
misunderstood. To the horror of his companions, he 
pulled the trigger of the 18-ton gun. The muzzle of 
the weapon wus pointed towards the shipping in the 
harbor, and the sheil went hurtling or its course. 
Fortunately the elevation of the gun was not very 
great, and the missile dropped harmlessly into the 
water. A local writer, returning thanks to an all- 
beneficent Providence, points out that if the gun had 
been pointed toward the city, and the shell had rushed 
into the densely populatec streets, the effects would 
have been deplorable. Which remark wastrue, if not 
brilliant. 

THE Italian ‘‘ Army List” for the present year, pub- 
lished at Rome recently, gives the following as the 
number of officers in tne italian army on the Ist of 
January, 1877: On that date there were 3 generals 
(generali d’exercito), 45 lieutenant-generals, 78 major- 
generals, 257 colonels, 284 lieutenant-celonels, 697 
majors, 3,358 captains, 4,836 lieutenants, and 1,794 
sub-lieutenunts. In addition, there were in the Mobile 
militia—6 lieutenant-colonels, 25 majors, 214 captains, 
508 lieutenants, and 1,489 sub-lieutenants. Cf reserved 
officers (ufficiali di complemente), there were 11 majors, 
14 captains, 74 lieutenants, and 1,769 sub-lieutenants; 
while in the reserves (wfficiali di reserva), there were 1 
general, 16 lieutenant-generals, 61 major-generals, 78 
colonels. 167 lieutenant-colonels, 482 majors, 444 cap- 
tains, 505 lieutenants, and 242 sub-licutenants. In the 
military scbools there were, finally, 1,989 pupils 
undergoing instruction.

Masor Lyon, R. A., bas contributed to a recent 
number of the ‘‘ Proceedings of the Royal Artillery 
Institution” an interesting paper on the comparative 
advantages of time and percussion fuses in shrapnel 
shei], as shown by the Okehampton experiments of 
1875. In making the comparison, we are told, the 
committee only considered ‘‘ effective” shells. This 
term included only such shells as burst either on the 
target or a reasonable distance in front of it, all burst- 
ing beyond the mark being disregarded. Major Lyon 
has extracted from the records tables including every 
shell, with a view to a more accurate consideration of 
the question. These tables show that shrapnel fired 
with time fuses gave 497 hits, the same number of 
rounds with percussion fuses giving 796 hits. It is 
stated that the ‘‘ time shell” gave 294 ‘‘ through hits;” 
whereas only 142 of the 796 ‘‘ percussion shell” hits 
were ‘‘through.” The expression ‘‘ through” refers to 
the penetration of deal ‘‘ dummies,” or figures of men 
mounted and dismounted, made of }-inch plank. 


Broad Arrow reports that Capt. Morgan Singer, of 
the Vesuvius, torpedo ship, has been conducting a 
series of experiments to ascertain the form of crinoline 
which would oppose the least resistance to the water 
and the most resistance to the torpedo. Various forms 
of nets, composed of alternate lines of bars and chains, 
have been tried, but the size and power of the missile 
have been so increased of late that it has been found 
that the torpedo nets of the Zhwnderer afford little or 
no protection. A chain net, formed of chains 5-16ths 
of an inch thick, was easily perforated by the White- 
head. The great fault of the nets is their extreme 
rigidity, which opposes a sclid wall to the imp:ct of 
the torpedo, and the bars are consequently snapped. 
After many trials, however, successful results have 
been obtained from a wire grummet matting, composed 
of wire strands about half an inch in thickness rove 
into open meshes. It possesses considerable flexibility, 
and, as it yields when struck, the force of the torpedo 
is not suddenly but gradually arrested, and as it loses 
iss momentum it is thrown back by the recoil of the 
mat. During the experiments «a torpedo thus forced 
back twirled its tail off without inflicting avy injury to 
the matting. This is the nearest approach to solving 
the problem which has yet been made. 

On the occasion of the Queen’s birthday, Lord 
Napier, of Magdala, invited all the soldiers’ children 
above the age of six years, 750 in all, to tea 
in the Alameda at Gibraltar.

dockyards, and ships which under ordinary circum- 
stances would have been six months in hand, have been 
completed in three. The capabilities of the dockyards 
may be well guaged from these results, which are of 
the most gratifying and assuring character. With the 
exception of the Hercules and Triumph—two of our 
best ships—what we have is in as good a state of re- 
pair as it possibly can he; and if their new boilers are 
ready to go on board, the two vessels we have named 
should again be in the Mediterranean by July. When 
this is accomplished we can do no more, for we have 
no iron-clads in hand that can be finished soon enough 
to be of any use before Russia has overrun Asia Minor 
and approached inconveniently near to the Bosphorus 
and the Persian Gulf. We were never stronger than 
at present in unarmored corvettes and sloops, and the 
vessels we have are of the very best escription.
